Reidy introduced a bill to increase 
the city’s appropriation for relief 


from $147,000 a month to $250,000. 
With it he presented a bill to sub- 
mit to the voters on Aug 4, pri- 
mary election day, a proposal that 
the city issue another $1,500,000 
in relief bonds. 

Reedy’s Statement. 

Anticipating passage of the bond 
issue, Reidy said, the city could ap- 
propriate $250,000 a month begin- 
ning next month. The new bonds, 
with the funds remaining from an 
earlier issue, would enable appro- 
priations of $250,000 a month for a 
year, Reidy said. 

Reidy did not know how interest 
and principal payments on the new 
bonds would be met, but considered 
the possibility that Municipal 
Bridge toll collections, now being 
wed to pay interest and principal 

n the two previous relief bond is- 
sues, would be sufficient to pro- 
vide for a third. 

At the same time Alderman Jo- 
ph B. Schweppe, chairman of the 
tKdermanic relief committee, intro- 
duced a bill to continue for four 
months the monthly appropriations 
of $147,000 which the city has been 
making for relief.

PRISON FOR 5 GERMANS WHO 
TUNED IN SOVIET BROADCAST 


Two Married Couples and Friend 
Given Terms on Charges They 
“Plotted Treason.”

BREMEN, Germany, May il. — 
Five persons were sentenced to 
‘prison yesterday for listening to So- 
viet broadcasts from the Moscow 
radio station. 


Two married couples and a friend 
were given one to two years because 
they tuned in while news about 
Germany was being broadcast by 
Communists. ' 

They were charged with “plotting 
treason.” 

Nazis have waged a rigid and in- 
cessant battle against allowing 
propaganda from the powerful 
Moscow station to reach the ears 
of Germans. Measures to prevent 
this range from removing Moscow 
designations from radio sets to lo- 
cal decrees forbidding the tuning 
in on the Soviet capital. Authori- 
ties have tried to popularize small, 
cheap sets, incapable of getting 
Moscow, for workmen. 


SIX SENTENCED TO CHAIR 
FOR KILLING MAN IN HOLDUP 


Brooklyn Young Men Trapped by 

Nickels Spent After Robbery 

of Subway Collector. 

NEW YORK, May 11.—County 
Judge Peter J. Brancato today sen- 
tenced six young men to die in the 
electric chair the week of June 22 
for the killing of Edwin Esposito, 
a subway station collector, in 
Brooklyn, last Sept. 2. 

Those sentenced: Salvatore Sca- 
ta, 18 years old; Joseph Bolognia, 
23; Theodore Di Donne, 30; Dom- 
inick Zizzo, 22; Eugene Bruno, 20; 
Sam Kimmel, 19. . 

The robbers took abo. $250 from 
Esposito, They shot him when he 
resisted. Bolognia was alleged to 
have fired the fatal shot after Es- 
posito had been slugged with a pis- 
tol butt. Three days later the six 
were trapped by the suspicious reg- 
ularity with which nickels were 
turning up in a Brooklyn neighbor- 
hood.

Chester M. Redford Commits 
Suicide Just Before Assign- 
ment to Work Arrives. 


Unable to obtain steady work and 
despondent because he could not 
make a living at door-to-door sell- 
ing, Chester M. Redford, 43-year-oid 
disabled World War veteran, shot 
himself to death this morning in a 
garage at the rear of his home, 
4323 Miami street. Three hours la- 
ter a letter arrived at his home, in- 
structing him to report for regular 


work in the Jefferson sSarracks 
post laundry, as a Civil Service 
employe. 

Redford had passed a Civil Serv- 
ice examination some. time ago, but 
had been told that because of his 
disability — three fingers missing 
from his right hand—there would 
be some difficulty placing kim, 
members of his family said. 

In his automobile, beside his 
body, was a note which read, “I feel 
I am losing my mind. God forgive 
me, I don’t want my family to 
see me insane. Goodbye.” 

His sister, Mrs. Clifford Peyton, 
3931 St. Ferdinand avenue, said he 
had suffered a nervous breakdown 
recently because of worry over his 
difficulties and the fact that his 
wife, Mary, had to get employment 
as a WPA worker for the Census 
Bureau in the Customhouse. He 
suffered also from diabetes and 
last week had to have all his teeth 
removed. 

Before the depression Redford 
had been employed for about seven 
years at a marble works. The fun- 
eral will be at Marine, Il., his for- 
mer home. A son, Gerald, 12, also 
survives. 


NEGRO’S ESTATE TO WHITES 


Chicago Court Distributes Holdings 
of Slave’s Daughter. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 11.—Six members 
of an old Virginia family were 
awarded today the $79,000 estate of 
Maria Turner, Negro, daughter of 
a slave and widow of Shaedrick B. 
Turner, Negro State Senator, who 
died in 1927. 

"The six are descendants of Lu- 
cian Fletcher, whose forebears, said 
Attorney Leon Dgolet, came over 
on the Mayflower. Evidence in the 
case was that Mrs. Turner was 
Fletcher’s daughter by a marriage 
to Mary Elizabeth Woodfork, a 
slave. Later Fletcher married 
again, on Oct. 28, 1880, this time to 
Frances Everett of Amherst 
County, Va. Their three daughters, 
along with three grandchildren, are 
the heirs. The award was on the 
order of the Appellate Court.

LAKEHURST, N. J., May il. — 

Dr. Hugo Eckener and Capt. Ernst 

Lehmann of the Zeppelin Hinden- 


_| burg, went to Washington today to 


return official greetings, leaving 
subordinates to finish grooming 
the craft for the departure tonight 
for Germany. 

The famous designer of dirigibles 
and his associate took a train to 
Washington early today after an 
eventful Sunday during which 75,- 
000 visited the United States dirigi- 
ble base for a glimpse of the ship 
that completed a 61%-hour flight 
from Friedrichshafen, Germany, at 
dawn Saturday. | 

The aeronauts were welcomed of- 
ficially by State and Navy Depart- 
ment officials who came here from 
Washington and later were guests 
at a dinner for 1000 persons in New 
York. 

Berthed in the huge hangar here, 
the Zeppelin needed only about 
three more hours’ work to make it 
ready for leave-taking. It will be 
moved outdoors early tonight prep- 
aratory to a take-off between 10 
p. m. and midnight. 

45-Hour Crossing Predicted. 
| Its officers, while not admitting 
the return cruise would be a req@ 
ord attempt, were confident that 


with favorable weather they would’ 


reach the ship’s new base at Frank- 
fort-on-Main, Germany, 45 or 46 
hours after leaving Lakehurst. The 
present west to east mark of 55 
hours 22 minutes was made by the 
Graf Zeppelin in August, 1929. 

Capt. Lehmann anticipated favor- 
able winds for the eastward flight. 

“We are making preparations to 
go at 10 o’clock,” he said. “Cross 
winds might delay us a little, but 
we will have good weather on the 
way over.” 

Reservicing crews have piped 
1,100,000 cubic feet of hydrogen into 
the dirigible’s tanks since docking 
and have put aboard 8666 gallons of 
fuel oil for the four diesel motors. 

The Hindenburg is to make 10 
commercial trans-Atlantic trips this 
year. 

Dr. Eckener said at the New York 
dinner he hoped its achievements 
would lead to “the rebirth of the 
American Navy dirigible idea.” 


Comment by Rosendahl. 

Commander C. E. Rosendahl, 
American dirigible commander, told 
the same gathering: 

“I hope other Americans now will 
begin to appreciate what we en- 
thusiasts for airships have had in 
mind. We Americans have had our 
ups and downs; now, I believe, the 
curve is upward.” 

Dr. Hans Luther, German Ambas- 
sador, praised the MHindenburg’s 
achievement “for the sake of the 
work for world peace which the 
German people and their leader, 
Adolf Hitler, are passionately striv- 
ing for—notwithstanding many ru- 
mors and misinterpretations.” 

R. Walton Moore, Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, brought the greet- 
ings of President Roosevelt. 

“The President has instructed me 
to welcome you to this country and 
to congratulate you on the success- 
ful completion of your venture,” 
Moore told Eckener. 

“I thank you. That’s very nice,” 
Dr. Eckener replied. 

Admiral William H. Standley, 
Acting Secretary of the Navy, head- 
ed the group of navy officers in 
the delegation.

STATE GRANT 
PROPOSAL FAILS 


Republican Move to Send 
Bill Back to Committee 
Beaten—Fight Expected 
to Go On. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 11. — The 

$2,364,229,712 deficiency bill, car- 

trying the administration’s $1,425,- 


000,000 work relief appropriation 
for 1937, was passed by the House 
today and sent to the Senate. It 
is the last major bill proposed for 
this session. Speaker Byrns an- 
nounced the vote on passage was 
340 to 37, 

Seven Democrats were among 
the 38 recorded as voting against 
the appropriation. They were: 
Burch, Virginia; Castellow, Geor- 
gia; Peterson, Georgia; Robertson, 
Virginia; Smith, Virginia; Tarver, 
Georgia; Taylor, South Carolina. 

Republicans recorded as voting 
against included Short, Missouri; 
Taber, New York; Tinkham, Mas- 
sachusetts; Treadway, Massachu- 
setts; Wadsworth, New York. 

A Republican proposal to force 
substitution of state grants for 
Works Progress Administration 
handling of the relief fund was re- 
jected, 286 to 90 just before final 
passage. 

The vote was on a motion by 
Representative Taber (Rep.), New 
York, to send the bill back to the 
Appropriations Committe. with in- 
structions to. substitute his pre- 
viously defeated’ anténdment for 
state grants, with local administra- 
tion by non-partisan boards and 
state contributions of at least 25 
per cent. 

The state grant fight is scheduled 
to be renewed in the Senate. 

The ballot on Taber’s mction was 
delayed by a parliamentary tangle 
over a statement in the Congres- 
sional Record. Taber contended re- 
marks extended in the Congression- 
al Record by Representative Mar- 
tin (Dem.), Colorado, represented 
him as defending WPA when the 
contrary was true. A motion by 
Taber to have the remarks ex- 
punged from the record was Voted 
down, 240 to 114. Martin, who said 
it was a printing office error, then 
asked that the record be corrected. 
Representative Snell, the Republi- 
can leader, objected, however, on 
ground the majority had gone on 
record as wanting an erroneous 
record, 

The unsuccessful fitht in the 
House to obtain funds -for’ the 
Public Works Administration is 
expected to be revived in the 
Senate under the leadership of 
Senator Hayden (Dem.), Arizona, a 
member of the Appropriations 
Committee. Representative Beiter 
(Dem.), New York, headed a bloc 
which sought in vain to earmark 
part of the relief money for PWA. 

Senate Republicans, too, are 
ready to carry on their House col- 
leagues’ lost fight against WPA. 
Majority Leader Robinson of Ar- 
kansas expressed the opinion that 
while there would be some contro- 
versies the measure would § g0 
through about as it came from the 
House. 

In addition to the relief appro- 
priation, the bill carries $458,631,- 
860 for the social security program, 
$39,900,000 for the Tennessee Val- 
ley authority, $400,000 for ¢tontinu- 
ing the Communications Commis- 
sion’s telephone inquiry, and vari- 
ous new and deficiency amounts 
for other agencies.

Over Ethiopia.

ROME, May 11.—The Italian War 
Department today ordered the de- 
mobilization of part of the military 
classes of 1911 and 1913, the princi- 
pal ‘classes called for the war 
against Ethiopia. 

The demobilization is interpreted- 
as meaning that the war is def- 
initely over in East Africa and no 
more men need be sent there and 
that Premier Mussolini does not 
think any complications will arise 

Burope as @ result of his annexa- 
tion of Ethiopia. - 

The demobilization order applies 
to that part of the two classes in 
barracks in Italy, not to those in 
East Africa. 

The class of 1914 is left under 
arms for eventual repiacement in 
East Africa. The classes of 1911 
and 1913 will be sent to their homes 
gradually in groups of 500 to 1000. 

The military order calls for the 
sending of these two classes into 
“unlimited vacation in expectation 
of definite retirement.” In military 
circles, this is termed demobiliza- 
tion. 

The class of 1912 is not affected 
by the order because only its spe- 
cialized sections were called for 
service. 

The demobilization will mean a 
reduction in the huge expense of 
keeping under arms a great mili- 
tary force not only in East Africa 
but also in Italy. 

Natives Welcome Change. 


Italian dispatches from Asmara, 
Eritrea, say the Government of 
the new Viceroy in Ethiopia, Field 
Marshal Badoglio, ruling now in 
the name of the Emperor, is being 
welcomed by the native populace 
which already is calling him “war 
lord.” 

The Viceroy carried Italy’s seven- 
month campaign of conquest to a 
climax Saturday when an infantry 
column of the northern army and a 
battalion of the southern army 
met in Diredawa, their last major 
objective. 

Informed sources say that that 
occupation, after the entrances into 
Addis Ababa and Harar, gave Italy 
possession of the first three cities 
of Ethiopia and control of the Addis 
Ababa-Djibouti Railroad, Ethiopia’s 
only modern access to the outside 
world. ; 

Troops Spreading Out. 

Marshal Badoglio sent Italian 
troops through remote sections to- 
day to complete the occupation of 
Ethiopia. 

Italian press dispatches said the 
territory had been completely gar- 
risoned in the north as far as the 
twelfth parallel and that, within a 
few days, the occupied zone would 
extend to the ninth parallel. 

A column which penetrated Goj- 
jam Province was spreading 
through the area west of Addis 
Ababa toward the Sudanese fron- 
tier. Soon it was expected to pus? 
on to Vallega, a little known dis- 
trict reputed to be rich in gold and 
mineral deposits. 

Another column, marching south 
of Addis Ababa, sought to occupy 
a fertile lake region. 

The railroad from Addis Ababa 
to Djibouti was garrisoned as far 
as the border of French Somaili- 
land. Italian frontier officials es- 
tablished an office at the boundary. 

The dispatches said the residents 
of Addis Ababa were responding 
promptly to an order to surrender 
their weapons. Thus far, it was re- 
ported, the Italians have obtained 
3500 rifles, 35 machine guns; 90 pis- 
tols and two cannons.

WHY NEGUS FLED: 
IT’S FUTILE TO DIE 
OR BE IMPRISONED 


Haile Selassie Says He Left 
Ethiopia in Order to Con- 
tinue Fight. 


By the Associated Press. ! 

JERUSALEM, May 11.—Emper- 
or Haile Selassie in a statement 
yesterday explaining for the first 
time his flight from Addis Ababa 
said he left in order to “pursue 
freely our efforts to safeguard the 
independence of Ethiopia,” the Pal- 
cor News Agency reported. 

The Emperor, looking sadder than 
at any time since he touched the 
shores of Palestine Friday, received 
newspapermen in the King David 
Hotel, 

Clad in white shamma, shoes and 
trousers, the Negus looked on with 
weary eyes as his press director 
read a statement on behalf of the 
Emperor. His melancholy was not 
relieved when he bent to pat the 
head of his little pet dog, Lulu, 
which accompanies him everywhere. 

The statement declared that the 
morale of the Ethiopians was main- 
tained until the Italians started 
using poison gas and “other in- 
human” methods of warfare. 

“Our presence in Addis Ababa or 
any other place in Ethiopian terri- 
tory,” the statement said, “consti- 
tuted a real menace, not only to our- 
selves or our population but also 
to the numerous foreigners in Ad- 
dis Ababa, which the bombing of 
the open town of Harar already 
proved. 

“We would have remained in 
Ethiopia if we were convinced that 
it was in the interests of our peo 
ple. But neither our death nor im- 
prisonment would have been any- 
thing but futile, and upon consult- 
ing our nobles, it was agreed that 
we and the Imperial Princes could 
best serve the interests of our peo- 
ple by going abroad so that we 
might pursue freely our efforts to 
safeguard the independence of Ethi- 
opia. 


Haile Selassie Wanted to Be Taken 
Direct to England. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 11.—Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin told the House of 
Commons today that Emperor 
Haile Selassie of Ethiopia, while 
on the way to Palestine aboard H. 
M. S. Enterprise, asked to be con- 
veyed direct to England. “It was 
not found possible on practical 
grounds to make this alteration,” 
the Prime Minister explained. 


3000 WOMEN SING AND TOSS 
FLOWERS AT JOSEF STALIN 


Wives of Managers of Industrial 
Plants Called to Discuss Better 
Living Conditions. 

MOSCOW, May 11.—Three thou- 
sand women, singing and tossing 
flowers at Josef Stalin, gave evi- 
dence today in support of the Dic- 
tator’s declaration that life in Sov- 
fet Russia “has become more joy- 
ous.” 

The women were wives of man- 
agers and minor officials of indus- 
trial plants, called to the Kremlin 
from many parts of the Union to 
discuss measures for the improve- 
ment of factory working and living 
conditions. 

They sang gay songs and threw 
nosegays. Stalin, Klementi E. Vo- 
roshilov, the War Commissar, and 
other members of the Political Bu- 
reau caught the flowers and banked 
them on the platform.

(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Pressy, 
GENEVA, May 11.—Baron Pom- 
peo Aloisi, Italy’s envoy to Geneva, 
walked out of a League of Na- 
tions Council private session late 
today when the Council took up the 
question of Ethiopia. 

Mussolini's representative an- 
nouriced that Italy could not nego- 
tiate in the presence of the “so 
called delegate from Ethiopia.” 

His dramatic exit followed a bit- 
ter protest from Haile Selassie him- 
self against Mussolini’s annexation 
of the African kingdom, and Italian 
hints that Italy would bolt the 
League, rather than discuss Ethio- 
pia in the presence of an agent of 
Selassie. 3 

However, an Italian spokesman 
said Aloisi merely was leaving the 
Council on this particular occasion, 
and that his action did not mean 
that Italy was resigning from the 
League. 

Before he walked out of the coun- 
cil session, Baron Aloisi told the 
assembled delegates: 

“I have the honor to declare that 
the Italian delegation cannot admit 
of the presence at the council table 
of the so-called Ethiopian delegate, 
There exists, indeed, no semblance 
of organization of the Ethiopian 
state. The only sovereignty exist- 
ing in Ethiopia is that of Italy, 
“All discussion on the subject of 
the Italo-Ethiopian difference would, 
consequently, have no object. There- 
fore, I find myself obliged to re- 
frain from participating in the dis- 
cussion.” 

The Ethiopian envoy, Wolde Maz 
iam, told the council Ethiopia had 
been faithful to the League cove- 
nant and had broken no laws. Etht- 
opia, he added, left her case entirely 


in the hands of the council. The

Aloisi at Public Meeting. 
The public meeting was brief and 
only questions of minor importance 
were touched on before adjourn- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Admin- 
istration leaders averted an imme- 
diate showdown on the House tax 
bill in the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee today by pleading for an op- 
portunity for Treasury experts to 
defend the measure.

Chairman Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, blocked a move for a test 
vote on the proposed corporation 
tax based on undistributed profits 
by urging the committee first to let 
the Treasury answer criticisms lev- 
eled at the bill in public hearing. 

At Harrison's request, the com- 
mitte decided to hear Herman 
Oliphant, general counsel of the 
Treasury, tomorrow. The commit- 
tee voted also to ask Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau to appear 
to answer the assertion of Senator 
Byrd (Dem), Virginia, that the bill 
would permit 11 large corporations 
to escape taxation. 

Vote Staved Off. 

Committee members said_ that 
when the executive session on the 
bill opened several Senators ex- 
pressed opposition to the adminis- 
tration corporate tax plan, Finally 
one of the members opposed to the 
measure suggested a division to de- 
termine whether this plan should be 
junked or merely revised. 

At this point, committee members 
gaid, Harrison intervened, pleading 
that Treasury experts be heard be- 
fore such a decision was reached. 
Some members contended it was 
obvious the committee would have 
voted against the House provision. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
and Jesse H. Jones, chairman of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, also will testify. Chairman 
Harrison said the appearance of 
Wallace did not. necessarily mean 
the revival of the plan for impos- 
ing new processing taxes, 

After the executive session Har- 
rison still contended the “general 
theory” of President Roosevelt's tax 
recommendations would be _  ap- 
proved but conceded there would 
be changes in the bill. ' For the 
first time, he took cognizance of 
proposals for a compromise to con- 
tinue present corporate taxes with 
levies on surpluses superimposed. 

Without committing himself to 
this proposal, which has been wide- 
ly discussed among committee 
members, Harrison said it would 
carry out the theory of the Presi- 
dent's recommendations and could

“The general theory the Presi- 
dent had in mind, of increasing 
revenue and providing a wider dis- 
tribution of earnings will be enact- 
ed,” Harrison said. 

‘Questions to Be Asked. 

Harrison said Jones was being 
called for questioning in connec- 
tion with corporation indebtedness, 
and the bill's effect on it. 

Wallace, Harrison said, would be 
asked not only about processing 
taxes which were recommended by 
the President, but also about the 
House bill's provision for a wind- 
fall tax on refunded processing 
taxes. . 

If the President’s recommenda- 
tion for new processing taxes 
should be seriously considered, Har- 
rison said, the committee would 
have to hold brief hearings on the 
subject.

Dored, Paramount News-Associated 
Press photographer. who stuck to 
his job in Addis Ababa while the 
city was looted and burned, were 
related when he and his wife ar- 
rived here. 

“T sent my wife to the British 
Legation when the looting began,” 
Dored said. “Then I hired 12 for- 
mer body guards of the Emperor 
as a crew for my light truck. We 
drove about the city photogranhing 
the looting and shooting, repulsing 
numerous attacks and returning 
the attackers’ fire. Toward eve- 
ning the town became so mad all 
at once that we had to dash out- 
side the city, taking pictures all 
night of the capital in flames.

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HOPKINS REFUSES WPA JOBS 
TO PHYSICALLY HANDICAPPED 


Walks Out of Meeting With Group 
That Camped at His 
Headquarters. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 11. — Aft- 
er a stormy interview with Repre- 
sentatives of the League of the 
Physically Handicapped of New 
York, Harry L. Hopkins today re- 
fused their demand for 5000 WPA 
jobs for persons rejected by private 
employers. 

A possibility that the 35 members 
again would camp at WPA head- 
quarters—as they did until Hopkins 
agreed to see them was indicated 
when the delegation went into ex- 
ecutive session to determine its 
next move. 

Acknowledging it is more diffi- 
cult for the physically handicapped 
than normal persons to obtain pri- 
vate or civil service jobs, Hopkins 
told the group that if it submitted 
“reasonable evidence” of discrimi- 
nation against those able to work, 
the condition would be corrected 
promptly. He refused, however, to 
accept estimates of New York 
City’s handicapped, which the dele- 
gation attributed to Victor Ridder, 
New York City WPA Administra- 
tor, and left the conference before 
the spokesmen had finished their 
argument. 

Hopkins said a suggestion by the 
delegation, that WPA conduct a na- 
tion-wide census of the handi- 
capped, was “worth exploring.” 

The delegation slept at the WPA 
headquarters Saturday night but 
left the building last night when 
assured their leaders would be re- 
ceived by Hopkins.

Says City Is Doing All It Can. 

The Mayor told the American 
Workers’ Union Committee he 
thought the city was doing every- 
thing possible by appropriating 
$147,000 a month from relief bond 
issue funds, and said if the city 
undertook to do more “every floater 
in the State” would come to _ §&t. 
Louis. 

“We'll take care of the situation 
some way,” the Mayor said. “No 
one is going to starve.” That was 
the promise he made two weeks 
ago to end a 47-hour siege of the 
City Hall by a group of the unem- 
ployed.

Mock Session of Aldermen. 


A burlesque of a meeting between 
leaders of the American Workers’ 
Union and the special committee 
named by Mayor Dickmann to con- 
fer with them was offered for the 
amusement of the demonstrators 
yesterday afternoon. Later they had 
a mock session of the Board of Al- 
dermen, conducted as they would 
like to have it done. At that ses- 
sion $1,000,000 was appropriated for 
relief and a delegation was directed 
to go to Jefferson City to appeal 
to Gov. Park for a special session 
of the Legislature. 

Miss Alice Overton, chairman of 
the St. Louis Welfare Guild, the col- 
lective bargaining organization of 
social workers, appeared before the 
demonstrators last night with a 
message of encouragement. In be- 
half of the guild, she eontributed 
$5 to the fund being raised by the 
American Workers’ Union to buy 
food for the demonstrators. 

The guild also sent a telegram to 
the Board of Aldermen, urging an 
immediate emergency appropriation 
for relief. The city has been appro- 
priating $147,000 each month from 
bond issue funds. Alderman Coup- 
lin, chairman of the Mayor’s spe- 
cial relief committee agreed before 


an emergency appropriation. 
“Alarming Situation.” 

In its telegram the guild urged 
an appropriation “to permit ade- 
quate relief to all in need, whether 
the applicants be unemployable or 
deprived of work through no fault 
of their own.” The telegram also 
expressed the guild’s sympathy with 
the demonstration as a means of di- 
recting attention to an “alarming 
situation.*” 

The demonstrators had their first 
warm meal at the relief station last 
night. Soup and stew, prepared 
elsewhere, were served. At other 
times they have had sandwiches, 
cakes, fruit and coffee. The cof- 
fee is brewed on an electric hot 
plate at the relief station. Some 
of the food is purchased, and much 
of it is donated. 

The current relief crisis results 
from exhaustion of the State's re- 
lief fund from which St.. Louis re- 
ceived about $300,000 a month. 
When the fund was exhausted, last 
month, 23,700 men, women and chil- 
dren were dropped from the relief 
rolls in St. Louis and the St. Louis 
relief committee is re-examining the 
needs of the 29,000 who remain on 
the rolls in the hope that further 


reductions can be made.

Dr. Eckener at Navy Department

WASHINGTON, May 11.—Begin- 
ning a round of official calls that 
included a noon visit to the White 
House, Dr. Hugo Eckener of the 
Zeppelin Hindenburg paid his re- 
spects today to the high command 
of the American Navy.

and Rear Admiral Ernest J. King, 
chief of the Naval Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, Dr. Eckener and King con- 
ferred for more than half an hour 
Ambassador Luther accompanied 
Eckener to the White House, where 
Eckener discussed the flight and 
future plans with the President. 

Dr. Eckener said he would not 
attempt a record flight on the re- 
turn to Germany, “but, of course, 
we shall take all advantage of fav- 
orable gales.” 

Eckener said the Zeppelin’s mo- 
tors were capable of a speed of 
about 80 miles an hour and that 
with a 30-mile gale from the west 
he estimated the airship would be 
able to cross the Atlantic from New 
York to the French coast, a dis- 
tance of 3000 miles, “in 30 hours 
or less.”

I-CENT INGREASE 
IN CITY TAX RATE 
ASKED FOR IN BILL 


Municipal Budget of $29,- 
519,561 Called for With 
$1.75 Assessment 
$100 Valuation. 


on 


The annual muncipal budget and 
tax rate bills were introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen today, pro- 
viding for a $29,519,561 budget, 
which would be $187,534 larger than 


the bond sinking fund tax rate. The 
board will meet daily until the 


budget bill is passed and will refer 
both measures to its Ways and 
Means Committee tomorrow. 

Under the tax rate bill the levy 
for 1936 taxes by the city will be 
$1.75 on the $100 valuation. This 
will be made up of.40 cents for the 
sinking fund, $1.27 for. municipal 
purposes, the maximum permissi- 
ble, and, as required by law, 4 cents 
for the Public Library and 2 cents 
each for the City Art Museum and 
Zoo. | 

Total tax rate this year prob- 
ably will be $2.77, the same as 
last year, as there has been no 
change in the State’s 15-cent levy 
and the Board of Education, as 
anticipated by members, likely will 
adopt the same general rate as in 
the past, 85 cents, and decrease the 
school bond sinking fund rate from 
3 to 2 cents, at its monthly meet- 
ing tomorrow night. 


General Expenses Higher. 

The principal division of the bud- 
get was $19,815,322 for general mu- 
nicipal ‘purposes, an increase of 
$420,267 over original and supple- 
mentary appropriations for all of 
the last fiscal year, which ended 
April 13. 

On the basis of this figure, 
Budget Director Arthur C. Meyers 
has estimated the deficit at the end 
of the new fiscal year, next April, 
would be $1,220,000. The deficit at 
the close of the last year was $767,- 
128. 

In the 1935 budget bill the ap- 
propriation for general city pur- 
poses was $18,997,442, but this was 
increased by various supplementary 
appropriations during the year. 

For the sinking fund to pay in- 
terest and principal on bonds this 
year’s proposed appropriation was 
$6,415,030, compared with $7,259,- 
664 last year. This fund is raised 
by a direct tax. . 

Increase in Water Division. 

This year’s appropriation for the 
Water Division, out of water re- 
ceipts, would be $2,305,084, com- 
pared with $2,280,692 last year. 
The hospital fund, set up under a 
law requiring special appropria- 
tion of 1 per cent of all city reve- 
nue for general hospital mainte- 
nance, would be $188,348 this year, 
compared with $182,574 last year: 

In addition, the 1936 budget would 
set aside a revolving fund of $300,- 
000 to facilitate PWA improve- 
ments and $5000 for use in connec- 
tion with opening streets. 

The annual standardization bill, 
fixing salaries of all city employes 
in the classified service, likewise 
was introduced. It contained no 
material changes from last year’s 
scale. 

For the fourth time, Alderman 
Otto L. Lietchen of the Third 
Ward introduced a bill to submit 
to the voters of St. Louis at the 
primary election Aug. 4 a proposed 
amendment to the City Charter, 
to permit election of Aldermen by 
wards instead of at-large. An 
amendment to the State Consti- 
tution to permit this was adopted 
in 1934, but it has been held by the 
Supreme Court of Missouri that a 
change in the Charter would be 
necessary to effectuate the revi- 
sion of the election method.

GLEWS MEAGER 
N HOLDUP KILIG 
OF TAVERN OWNER 


Mrs. Charles _Rivolta, 
Wounded Wife of Vic- 
tim, Unable to Identify 
Five Men Arrested. 


With only a few meager cilews, 
police today continued their search 
for the Negro robber who shot and 
killed Charles Rivolta in his tavern 
at 3316 Lawton avenue early yester- 
day and wounded Rivoita’s . wife, 
Angeline. 

Five Negroes who were arrested 
on suspicion yesterday were taken 
to City Hospital, where Mrs. Riv- 
olta is in a serious condition with 
a gunshot wound in the abdomen, 
but she was unable to identify any 
one of them. 

Rivolta, who was 
died an hour after the shooting at 
the hospital without having re- 
gained consciousness. He had been 
shot in the chest and abdomen, 
Mrs. Rivolta is 30 years old. 

The robber entered the tavern 
just as the Rivoltas were getting 
ready to close the place. Mrs. Riv- 
olta was sweeping the floor about 
15 feet from the door and her hus~- 
band was behind her, in front of 
the bar, which he was cleaning, 
The Negro held a .32 caliber auto- 
matic pistol in front of him and as 
soon as he had entered said noth- 
ing more than the one word: 
“Holdup.” 

“My husband,” Mrs. Rivolta later 
told police, “straightened up be- 
hind me and said, ‘What do you 
mean ?’ 

“With that the Negro fired one 
shot point blank at me. Charles 
started toward him and the Negro 
backed up to the door and fired 
two shots at him. Then he ran out- 
side and went east on Lawton. 
Charles staggered outside after 
him but came back inside and col- 
lapsed by the cigar counter. I ran 
out and screamed.” 

Mrs. Rivolta’s screams were 
heard by Raymond Bell, a Negro 
taxi cab driver who was passing 
}the tavern. He drove to City Hos- 
pital No. 2 two blocks away and 
notified the police guard there, 
Police from the Laclede district 
were called and found Mrs. Rivolta 
unconscious on the sidewalk in 
front of the tavern. 

The robber was described by Mrs, 
Rivolta as being about 30 years old, 
of medium heighth and build, and 
wearing a gray cap and coat and 
dirty blue pants. Police found a .32 
caliber shell on the sidewalk in 
front of the tavern and a bullet on 
the floor inside. They also found 
a small piece torn from a camel's 
hair sweater on the floor. There 
apparently were no witnesses to the 
shooting although several Negroes 
living in the neighborhood told po- 
lice they heard the shots and went 
to the scene. 

The Rivolta home is at 1711 Yale 
avenue, Richmond Heights. They 
had no children.

WASHINGTON, May 11. -- A. 
Mitchell Palmer, former Attorney- 
General, died at Emergency Hospi- 
tal today. Palmer, who was 64 
years old, underwent an operation 
April 29 for appendicitis and had 
been progressing favorably until 
yesterday morning when his con- 
dition became critical. 

A former Representative from 
Pennsylvania, Palmer served as At- 
torney-General] during the last two 
years of the Wilson administra- 
tion. 

During the war he was Alien 
Property Custodian. He was born 
at Moosehead, Pa., May 4, 1872. He 
was active as a director in a num- 
ber of businesses at Stroudsburg, 
Pa., where he maintained a resi- 
dence. He had been practicing law 
here. 

Career of Palmer; Many Disputes 
Over His Work. 

A. Mitchell Palmer during the 
most active period of his life was en- 
gaged in one fight after another, 
with the climax a bomb explosion 
in which he was the target. 

Within the period of eight years 
»-from 1912 to 1920-—he led a suc- 
cessful fight in the Baltimore Dem- 
ocratic convention for the nomina- 
tion of Woodrow Wilson; served as 
a member of the House; turned 
down the secretaryship of war; 
acted as Alien Property Custodian 
and Attorney-General; sought the 
Democratic presidential nomination; 
and engaged in a series of bitter 
controversies in and out of Con- 
gress over his work in office.

His nomination as Attorney-Gen- 
eral was submitted Feb. 27, 1919, 
and it was not until Aug. 29 that 
it was confirmed. Meantime, ad- 
ministration of his previous post 
was a live subject of controversy. 
He received a recess appointment to 
head the Department of Justice, 
however, and immediately started a 
campaign against radicals. Explo- 
sion of a bomb at his home in Wash- 
ington on the night of June 2 of 
the same year caused him to take 
up a secret residence in the cap- 
ital. Another bomb was addressed 
to the Attorney-General by mail but 
it was intercepted by postal inspec- 
tors at Washington. 

Besides being, active in the prose- 
cution of radicals, he conducted a 
vigorous drive on food hoarders. He 
began an anti-trust suit which end- 
ed when packers agreed to stay 
out from unrelated lines of busi- 
ness. This decree since has been 


His activities as Alien Property 
Custodian and as Attorney-General 
contributed most to keep him in the 
public eye. Soon after the United 
States entered the World War he 
was called on to become the first 
custodian and he seized $700,000,000 
worth of enemy properties. Dis- 
putes over the methods of handling 
the trusts lasted for years. 

It was under his direction that 
the German dye and chemical pat- 
ents were seized and later turned 
over to the Chemical Foundation. 
His contention always was that the 
step was necessary to build up an 
American industry free from Ger- 
man domination, and this was ad- 
vanced when the Government 
sought to cancel the transaction 
through court action. 

Even after his promotion to the 
post of Attorney-General the 
wrangle over the seized properties 
continued, and a Congressional in- 


suspended. 

In October, 1919, the Attorney- 
General obtained an injunction to 
restrain labor leaders from conspir- 
ing to tie up the country’s bitumin- 
ous coal mines, which later was 
used as a precedent by Attorney- 
General Daugherty in proceedings 
in connection with the _ railroad 
shopmen’s strike of 1921.

PRISON BREAKER HEL 
FOR THEFT OF AUT 


Clifford Dopson  Rearrested 
After Giving Bond on 
Speeding Charge. 


Clifford Dopson, who escaped 
with 10 other prisoners from the 
Kansas State Penitentiary at Lan- 
sing in 1933, was arrested here yes- 
terday on a charge of speeding, 
and after being released on bond 
was rearrested when police, check- 


ing through their records, discov- 
ered he was wanted by Madison 
County (Missouri) authorities: for 
an automobile theft. 

The theft occurred on June 4, 
1938, four days after the escape 
from the Kansas prison, in which 
the Warden and two prison guards 
were kidnaped. Dopson, accom- 
panied by Billy Woods, one of the 
fugitive convicts, held up McBride 
Rayfield of Bonne Terre, Mo., on 
Highway No. 61 near’ Frederick- 
town, took his automobile and com- 
pelled Rayfield and his companion, 
Miss Callie Stewart of Bonne 
Terre, to ride to St. Louis with 
them. 

At that time they abandoned an 
automobile with a Tennessee li- 
cense. On their way to St. Louis, 
Rayfield reported, the two men 
talked freely of their escape and 
the adventures of their flight. At 
Kingshighway and Chouteau ave- 
nue, the convicts put Miss Stewart 
and Rayfield out of the car and 
told them they could recover the 
automobile at Grand boulevard and 
Chouteau. 

Five days later, Dopson and 
Woods were captured in Rayfield’s 
car near San Angelo, Tex., by 
United States customs officers. The 
two had been encountered while 
the officers were in search of liquor 
smugglers, and were placed under 
arrest when one recognized Woods. 
Both were returned to the Kansas 
Penitentiary. Dopson, who was 
serving a five to 15-year sentence, 
told police he was paroled last 
March 10. 

Dopson was arrested yesterday at 

Broadway and Sidney street by Pro- 
bationary Patrolman Louis Calca- 
terra of the Traffic Division, after 
he had been speeding for several 
blocks. He was taken to the Wy- 
oming Street Station, where he told 
police he was 23 years old, a la- 
borer and lived in the 2100 block 
of South Seventh street. He was 
released on a bond signed by Henry 
Hafertepe, head of the Gateway 
Motor Co., 2009 South Seventh 
street. 
In a routine checkup, police dis- 
covered he was wanted for the theft 
of Rayfield’s automobile, and he 
was rearrested at the address he 
had given. Police said he had ad- 
mitted participation in the Madi- 
son County holdup. He is being 
held for authorities there.

TEACHERS’ UNION ASKS 
FOR BOARD BOYCOTT 


Wants Action Against 11 of 12 
Members; Central Trades 
Divided on Question. 


A letter from the Teachers’ 
Union of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County, requesting a boycott of 11 
of the 12 members of the Board of 
Education for refusal to repeal the 
dead-letter rule prohibiting teach- 
ers from belonging to labor unions, 
was presented to Central Trades & 
Labor Union yesterday by the 
Teachers’ Union but was returned 
without action. 

Dr. Paul W. Preisler, president 
of the Teachers’ Union, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
the letter would be submitted 
again at the next meeting of Central 
Trades & Labor Union, May 24, 
but that he did not know what 
changes, if any, might be made in 
it. 

Opinion among the delegates at 
yesterday’s meeting was sharply 
divided over the proposal. Some 
thought the boycott would be too 
drastic, and objected to including 
the private business affairs of 
board members, when the action of 
a public body was concerned. This 
was the chief objection. 

Other delegates expressed fear 
that the boycott would antagonize 
board members so that it would be 
difficult to deal with them on other 
union questions. Dr. Preisler, who 
is on the staff of Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, asserted to- 
day that the principal opponents of 
the proposal were delegates from 
unions transacting business regu- 
larly with the board. 

One delegate declared that, if the 
idea should be favored, it should be 
taken up with the State Federation 
of Labor “to make it a real fight.” 
A number of speakers upheld the 
request. 

“We .intend to oppose these 11 
members who voted against revok- 
ing the rule in every way we can,” 


we ask that all other St. Louis la- 
bor organizations co-operate with 
us in this. We ask that they be op- 
posed in all their political or busi- 
ness activities; that they be refused 
permission to speak to St. Louis la- 
bor organizations, and that they 
be definitely shown by St. Louis 
that their action in keeping this 
anti-union rule on the books is an 
insult to organized labor.” 

The 11 members of the Board of 
Education involved were named in 
the letter. Dr. David C. Todd, the 
twelfth member, was omitted, since 
he had made an effort to have the 
rule repealed, and he was the only 
member voting, at the board’s

the courts for determination of the 
board’s authority in the premises.” 

At the end of the debate in Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor Union, with 
more than 100 delegates present, a 
motion to return the letter to the 
Teachers’ Union was carried by lo- 
cal vote. 

The Board of Education action 
was taken after an 1l-month con- 
troversy, during which many unions 
requested that the rule, which had 
been disregarded since its adoption 
during the World War, be removed 
from the books. Because of the 
rule, the Teachers’ Union has de- 
clined to disclose its membership. 
School officials have asserted that 
few of the board’s teachers be- 
longed or desired to belong to the 
union and some board members 
have said that teachers, not wish- 
ing to join the union, have asked 
that the rule be retained. It has 
long been the board’s policy to em- 
ploy union men in construction and 
maintenance of school buildings, to 
the exclusion of the new Allied 
Building Crafts, a vertical union 
opposed by American Federation of 
Labor unions. 

Only two or three members of the 
Board of Education, at the most, 
might be affected by a union boy- 
cott, as far as their employes were 
concerned. 

The Teachers’ Union has been 
considering circulation of a public 
petition to the board to rescind the 
rule.

Cost Cut $877,000 a Year 
Since Republicans Left Of- 
fice, McDevitt Says. 


Savings of $877,433 a year in the 
operation of the Department of 
Streets and Sewers were effected 
during the first three years of the 


Democratic administration, as com- 
pared with the last three years of 


according to a financial report sub- 
mitted to Mayor Dickmann by 
Frank J. McDevitt, director of the 
department. 

McDevitt reported total expendi- 
tures of $4,615,565 since he took 
charge, which is $2,632,300 less than 
the $7,247,865 expended by the de- 
partment during the last three 
years of Mayor Miller’s administra- 


mentary budget requests by his de- 
partment, and substantial amounts 
were turned back to general reve- 
nue, McDevitt said. 

The report said that 80 miles 
of streets were resurfaced by de- 
partment employes at a cost of 50 
cents a square yard, and that re- 
construction of the same atreets 
under contract would have cost the 
city $2 a square yard, or $2,400,000 
more. The new surface is non- 
skid and will not reflect headlight 
beams when wet, thus combining 
two important traffic safety fac- 
tors, McDevitt stated. 

Other items of saving, it was ex- 
plained, included a motorized gar- 
bage collection service and replace- 
ment of the expensive vacuum 
street cleaners with motor driven 
sweepers. The entire department 
was reorganized and is now on a 
highly efficient basis, McDevitt as- 
serted. 

The report concluded with a re- 
view of work performed in con- 
junction with the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration.

JEWISH WELFARE FUND 
OPENS $195,000 DRIVE 


988 Volunteer Workers Begin 
Solicitation; 300 at Din- 
ner and Rally. 


The Jewish Welfare Fund Cam- 
paign for $194,950 was formally 
opened last night at a dinner and 
rally at Temple Israel House, Wash- 
ington boulevard and Kingshigh- 
way. The drive will continue 
through May 20, general solicita- 
tion starting today. 

Twenty-one philanthropic and 
character building agencies will 
share in the funds. These include 
the Y. M. H. A-Y. W. H. A., na- 
tional homes and hospitals and 
overseas relief organizations.

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RATTELMAN INDICTED 
AS INGOME TAX DODGER 


Bankrupt Charged With Fail- 
ure to Make U. S. Return 
—Said to Owe $2771. 


Harold J. Kattleman, bankrupt 
installment dealer in stocks, who 
has been in jail at Bowling Green, 
Mo., since Jan. 15 for contempt of 
Federal Court, was charged with 


violation of the income tax law in 
an indictment returned by the 
grand jury today in a partial re- 
pert to United States District Judge 
George H. Moore.

COPELAND BILL WEAK, 
PHYSICIANS REPORT 


Gives ‘Hardly More Promise of 
Effectiveness Than Law 
Now in Force.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 11.— 
The Bvard of Trustees in its annual 
report to the House of Delegates 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion said today that the food and 
drug bill, as revised .by Senator 
Copeland of New York, gave “hard- 
ly more promise of effectiveness 
than does the law now in force, the 
Food and Drug Act of 1906; and 
with respect to drugs it is distinctly 
weaker.” 

The Copeland bill, approved last 
year by the Senate, is expected to 
be reported by a subcommittee to 
the House Commerce Committee 
this week. P 

The trustees’ report said that 
insurance plans for hospital serv- 
ice appear in theory to be reasona- 
ble “but the application of this 
principle introduces many inherent 
dangers which should not be over- 
looked. 

“Encouraging Progress.” 

“Most encouraging progress has 
been made with hosiptal plans of- 
fered by community-wide, non-com- 
mercial associations of hospitals to 
offer hospital facilities to low-in- 
come groups in a manner and at a 
cost commensurate with knowledge 
of the medical professional in their 
administration. 

“The protagonists of group hos- 
pitalization have created the im- 
pression that the medical profes- 
sion opposes all group hospitaliza- 
tion plans, but when conducted un- 
der the conditions mentioned such 
plans have not met serious obstruc- 
tion on the part of physicians.” 

How part of a human rib can be 
used to build a new and shapely 
ear by plastic surgery was demon- 
strated to the association in the 
exhibit of new medical science. 
The technique, through which mis- 
mated ears can be matched, was ex- 
hibited by the University of Kan- 
sas School of Medicine, where it 
was developed by Dr. Earl C. Padg- 
ett. 


Cold Sensitivity. 

Charts of the newly found human- 
chemical mechanism which every- 
one possesses and which, when ex- 
aggerated,. accounts for extreme 
sensitivity to cold—also a simple 
remedy for the  trouble—were 
shown by the Mayo Foundation. 

Mayo physician found not only 
the changes in the skin, previously 
known in cold sensitivity, but also 
that blood pressure of the “cold- 


sensitive” persons dropped abrupt- | 


ly and pulse rates rose alarmingly. 

The chemical mechanism in the 
body responsible was found to be 
histamine. Histamine is one of the 
amino acids essential to life. When 
too much of it is released by the 
tissues of the body a condition of 
shock appears. 

The remedy for cold was immers- 
ing an extremity in 50-degree water 
for five minutes daily for six con- 
secutive days. Sometimes this little 
“hardening” trick resulted in com- 
plete disappearance of bad effects 
from cold. 

“Danger lurks in the bathing 
beach,” the chart states, “for those 
who are hypersensitive to _ cold. 
More than 40 per cent of the sub- 
jects of this study collapsed after 
they had been in swimming. Four 
had to be rescued.” 

An attempt at Government con- 
trol of medicine by politicians 
“anxious to carry governmental 
subsidies still further’ was predict- 
ed in a speech before the associa- 
tion by its president, Dr. James S. 
McLester of Birmingham, Ala. 

Declaring the real sufferers 
would be “the American people,” 
he said such control had followed 
movements in behalf of maternal 
welfare, old age pensions and other 
social security acts in Germany, the 
Scandinavian countries, France and 
England. 

“Certainly if I read history right 
the attempt will be made and re- 
peated” in the United States, he 
said, adding the association holds 
“any form of government control 
of the practice of medicine would 
be fatal.” 


FRIEND OF WOMAN WHO 
KILLED GIRL DIES OF GAS 


Miss Margaret Taylor Greatly Dis- 
turbed Over Strangling of 
Marilyn Morgan, 8. 

Miss Margaret Taylor, a friend 
of Miss Myrtle Wilkinson and of 
88-year-old Marilyn Morgan, whom 
Miss Wilkinson strangled to death 
March 29, died at St. Luke’s Hos- 


haling gas. 

Miss Taylor was found uncon- 
scious April 20 in the kitchen of 
her apartment at 6022A Etzel ave- 
nue, with a rubber tube leading 
from her mouth to a gas stove jet 
which had been opened. The trag- 
edy of the girl’s death had greatly 
disturbed her. 

Her niece, Miss Catherine Phelan, 
with whom Miss Taylor resided, 
found her in the kitchen when she 
returned home after an absence of 
several hours.

Indiana Group Produces a Tree 
Order to Show He Was a 
Salesman, Too.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Johnny Ap- 
pleseed’s followers claim new evi- 
dence that the barefooted wanderer 
really lived. It was uncovered by 
the Johnny Appleseed Memorial 
Commission of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
which has long maintained Johnny 
was John Chapman, who died there 
in 1845. 

In stories and poetry, Johnny Ap- 
pleseed is usually pictured as a gen- 
tle eccentric, garbed in a coffee 
sack and topping off his costume 
with a stew pan for a hat. Some 
historians say he wore a hat on top 
the stew pan, carrying Swedenbor- 
gian books in it, and from these 
tracts offering the settlers “news 
fresh from heaven.” 

The errand on which he roamed 
the wilderness was to plant his be- 
loved apple seeds. Controversies 
have flared up over whether John- 
ny Appleseed can be credited with 
fathering midwestern orchards. 

The new evidence, said Secretary 
Robert C. Harris of the Associa- 
tion, is an order, dated Aug. 1, 1818, 
asking Martin Mason to give Glenn 
Rice 38 apple trees, and Harris be- 
lieves it was drawn up after a sale, 
proving Johnny was not only a 
wandering apple missionary but 
also a dealer in apple trees. He 
called the order the “only document 
ever discovered in Johnny Apple- 
seed’s own handwriting.” 

Harris obtained the order from 
Mrs. Grace L. Culler of Shiloh, O. 
Johnny Appleseed made his home, 
during an interval in his wander- 
ing, with Mrs. Culler’s great-great- 
grandfather at Perryville, O., the 
secretary explained.

Surprise of Louis’ Blows 


Adds Force 


to Punches 


Of Bomber, Runyon Says 


By Damon Runyon. 
NEW YORK, May 11.—Another ingredient, so to speak, in the 
secret of Joe Louis’ punching power, is the explosive nature of his 


punches. 


They burst on an opponent at unexpected moments, and from 


unexpected angles. 

One instant Louis is apparently 
standing still, his hands motionless 
before him and the next instant 
one of those hands has exploded 
a punch against the other fellow’s 
chin. . 

You get the impression’ that 
there is no trail of the glové vis- 
ible to the eye from the point of 
starting to the point of contact. It 
is the complete surprise of the 
blow to his opponent that adds to 
the force. 

Now Louis isn’t a 
killer. 

At least not yet. 

He doesn’t knock an opponent 
cold with a single smash. He is 
more likely to start ‘em up queer 
street with a left hook, but the 
instant they teeter, he is on them 
like a brown wolf.

AZANA BECOMES HEAD 
OF SPANISH REPUBLI 


Representatives of Nearly 
Every Nation See Former 
Premier Take Oath. 


By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, May 11.—Manuel Aza- 
na, former Premier, was inaugu- 
rated, as President of Spain today 
in a ceremony attended by the re- 
public’s highest officials and rep- 
resentatives of nearly every nation. 

Azana, who in the last four 
months has become known as 


“Spain’s strongest man,” promised 
as he took the oath to “consecrate 
his activities as Chief of State to 
serving the justice of Spain.” 

Ambassador Claude G. Bowers of 
the United States attended the cere- 
mony in the Parliament Building as 
special representative of President 
Roosevelt. 

On the right side of the galleries 
sat the 473 electors who, with mem- 
bers of Parliament, yesterday 
named Azana President by accla- 
mation. 

They cheered: “Long live the re- 
public!” and “Long live Spain!” The 
Communist section shouted: “Long 
live the union of proletarian broth- 
ers!” 

Azana was cheered by thou- 
sands as he rode in an automobile 
to the presidential palace from Par- 
liament. 

Azana, who assumed the premier- 
ship after the Leftist victory in the 
February parliamentary elections, 
succeeded Niceto Alcala Zamora as 
President after the first executive 
of the republic was deposed by Par- 
liament on a charge of malfeas- 
ance. 

Minister of State Augusto Barcia 
y Trelles, senior member of Azana’s 
Cabinet, became acting Premier, to 
serve until a new Government may 
be formed after the presidential in- 
auguration., 

Azana, 56 years old, a lawyer, ora- 
tor, playwright and one of Spain’s 
ablest politicians, promised firm 
loyalty to the principles of democ- 
racy and steady dévotion to the wel- 
fare of the republic under his pres- 
idency. 

The leader of the Left-Republican 
party, obligated to give up active di- 
rection of that strongest of Spain’s 
parliamentary groups to act as an 
impartial President, was expected 
to lend a stabilizing M&mfluence to 
the nation’s recently-troubled poli- 
tics. 

His term runs until 1942. 


8 MEXICAN SOLDIERS KILLED 
FIGHTING BAND OF REBELS 


Insurgents Leave 13 Dead After 
Pitched Battle in Hills of Jalisco 
State. 

MEXICO, D. F., May 11.—Eight 
soldiers of the Twenty-seventh Reg- 
iment, killed in a pitched battle 
with a rebel band in the hills of 
Jalisco State, were buried yester- 
day at Atotonilco with full mili- 
tary honors. 
- Troops were reported pursuing 
the remnants of the insurgents who, 
under cover of favorable terrain, 
put up stout resistance at Caracol 
Hill, fleeing only after 13 of their 
number were killed. The battle 
was one of the fiercest in recent 
months between Federal troops and 
rebels. 

Reports from’ Guanajuato said 
an armed band raided the La Sau- 
ceda and El Orito mines a few days 
apart, carrying away arms, money 
and supplies. Another or the same 
band visited 10 haciendas in Gua- 
najuato last week, “requisitioning” 
horses and leaving manifestos 
signed “Lauro Rocha.”

ATHENS, May 11—The Greek 
Government, combatting spreading 
strikes and disorders, sent four 
warships to Northern Salonika to- 
day and issued a decree forbidding 
all public meetings. 

Twenty-two persons have been 
reported killed and 250 wounded in 
disturbances since Friday. 

Forty thousand workers have 


been on strike for more than a 
week and the Greek Labor Federa- 
tion called a 24-hour general strike 
of sympathy to begin at midnight 
tomorrow. The strikes began with 
a walkout March 25 of tobacco 
workers demanding higher wages 
and a fixed pension system. 

Military authorities took com- 
mand of Salonika after fierce fight- 
ing there between troops and strik- 
ing tobacco workers, and the Navy 
destroyers were sent to assist the 
army in keeping order. 

Clash in the Piraeus. 

Disorders spread to the Piraeus, 
seaport of Athens, during the night 
as tobacco workers demonstrated 
and clashed with police. Ten work- 
ers were injured. 

Automobile workers called a 
strike of protest, but this move 
failed, at least in Athens. Street car 
and railway workers of Macedonia 
resumed work after another 24-hour 
strike, but the tobacco workers re- 
mained out. 

Gen. John Metaxas, War Minis- 
ter, attributed the strikes to “pure- 
ly political” motives. 

A shortage of bread and other 
foodstuffs resulted when the strik- 
ers disobeyed District Commander 
General Zeppo’s decree that they 
halt the business tie-up. Lighting 
and traffic services were operating 
only intermittently. 

In a Cabinet disagreement, Minis- 
ter of the’Interior Vryacos resigned. 
Minister of Justice Logothetis took 
over his portfolio temporarily. 

Troops Break Up Meeting. 

Troops, reinforced by soldiers 
from the provinces, broke up a 
Salonika strikers’ meeting and 
warded off attacks by firing blank 
cartridges. Rifles also were used 
in the suburb of Toumba to. dis- 
perse a workers’ meeting and in 
another part of the city to drive off 
a crowd of strikers who, armed with 
clubs, stoned a police station, smash- 
ing the windows. 

A wholesale roundup of labor 
leaders and members of the Strike 
Committee was begun. 

Representatives of the various po- 
litical parties decided to ask the 
Government to consider the strik- 
ers’ demands, meanwhile asking the 
strikers to go back to work. 

Salonika stores remained closed 
all morning. Trade in general was 
paralyzed. Newspapers did not 
appear, and the few automobiles 
and street cars in evidence were 
operated with the aid of soldiers. 


BALDWIN AMUSES COMMONS 
WITH REMARK ON MUSSOLINI 


“Wouldn’t Be in Hurry to Take Lit- 
erally Every Statement Made in 
Moment of Enthusiasm.”

LONDON, May 11—Prime Min- 
ister Baldwin raised a laugh in the 
House of Commons today with a 
thrust at Premier Mussolini of 
Italy. 

Mussolini’s statement that he had 
founded an Eastern Roman Em- 
pire was referred to by Frederick 
Seymour Cocks, Labor member, 
who asked if steps should not be 
taken to balance the power in the 
Mediterranean. 

Baldwin retorted: “I would not be 
in a hurry to take literally every 
statement made in a moment of en- 
thusiasm.” 


ITALY’S VICTORY BURLESQUED 


Inflated Effigy on Lake Geneva in 
Switzerland. 

GENEVA, May 11.—Practical 
jokers launched a sarcastic symbol 
of Italy’s victory over Ethiopia in 
the waters of Lake Geneva today 
just as the League of Nations Coun- 
cil was about to meet. 

It was an inflated figure resem- 
bling cartoons of John Bull with a 
large, round abdomen representing 
the world, on top of which an Ital- 
ian flag was perched. In the mouth 
of the effigy was a Swiss flag, 
and, trailing behind it in the water, 
was a box like a coffin.

MIQUELON’S NEW COUNCIL 
WON'T NAME PRESIDENT 


So Tiny French Islands Will Be 
Governed as Before by Colo- 
nial Official. 

By the Associated Press. 

ST. PIERRE, Miquelon, May 11. 
—The newly-elected Governing 
Council of 12 refused last night to 
choose a home-rule president from 
their number. As a result the tiny 
French Islands will continue to be 
governed by a colonial administtra- 
tor. 

Only three members of the As-" 
sembly, elected a week ago in run- 
off balloting by the 1000 man vot- 
ers on the islands of St. Pierre, 
Miquelon and Mariners’, were will- 
ing to vote when the group met to 
name a president. 

The home-rule movement was an 
indirect outcome of the repeal of 
American prohibition. Tremen- 
dously increased customs receipts 
resulting from liquor smugglers’ 
use of the islands, which are close 
to Newfoundland, increased the 
number of functionaries. They held 
their jobs when repeal ended the 
prosperity of the 3200 inhabitants, 
ordinarily fishermen. The _ voters 


M. Merat, however, largely elimi- 
nated the functionaries long before 
tHe ielections. When the elections 
to determine whether home-rule 
should become an actuality were 
held, the demand for autonomous 
government had abated to some ex- 
tent, and the action of the board 
followed. A quarter of the island 
population is on relief. 


SAKDALISTAS REPORTED READY 
TO REVOLT IN PHILIPPINES 


Constabulary Warns Leaders of 
Shoot to Kill Order If They 
Again Use Violence. 

MANILA, May 11. — Sakdalistas 
were reported today to be plan- 
ning an uprising in Rizal Province 
tomorrow. Soldiers and police were 
ordered to redouble their vigilance 
in the Province which was involved 
in the Sakdalista rebellion a year 
ago when 58 persons were killed. 

The Provincial commander of the 
Philippine Constabulary advised 
army executives here he had con- 
fidential information Benigno Ra- 
mos, head of the Sakdalistas now 
self-exiled in Japan, had ordered 
an uprising the night of May 12 to 
embarrass the government of Pres- 
ident Manuel Quezon. 

Last year Ramos ordered his fol- 
lowers to revolt on May 12, but 
through an error in transmission 
the date was changed to May 2. 
‘That rebellion spread through sev- 
eral provinces during which the Ex- 
tremists seized brief control of a 
few towns. 

The constabulary commander 
warned Sakdal leaders in Pasig, 
where the reported intended rebel- 
lion is to be centered, that he had 
ordered his men to shoot to &ill if 
the Sakdalistas take up arms. 


“THIRTY ISSUES,” SAYS HOOVER 


Former President Refuses to Name 
Them in Stop in Chicago. 

CHICAGO, May 10. — Former 
President Herbert Hoover said yes- 
terday he saw “30 issues” to be 
fought over in the presidential 
campaign this fall. He declined to 
name them. 

Asked whether the major issue 
of the campaign would be Govern- 
ment extravagance, taxation, relief, 
tariff, or curbing of bureaucracy, 
he replied: “There are 30 issues 
and you know how their relative 
importance can change between 
now and November. Hoover stopped 
here on his way to deliver an ad- 
dress in Philadelphia Thursday.

ENGLISH COURT LOOKS 
INT “BUDGET LEAK’ 


Seeks to Learn How Advance 
News of Increase in 
Taxes Got *Out. 


By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, May i11—A _ King’s 
bench court began today a careful 
inquiry into Britain’s much talked 
about “budget leak”—an alleged 
“tip”’—that the empire’s income and 
tea taxes were going up. 

The “leak” precipitated a prema- 
ture rush for insurance against the 


higher taxes, which were announced 

April 21 by the Chancellor of the 

Exchequer, Neville Chamberlain. 
Sir Donald Somervell, Attorney- 


General, testified today that the 
final decision on the detailed con- 
tents of the budget was communi- 
cated by the Treasury to the Cabi- 
net April 9. It was highly proba- 
ble, he added, that Treasury of- 
ficials, confidential stenographers 
and high officials of the Customs 
and Inland Revenue Department 
knew what was in the budget early 
in April. 

Sir Donald then alluded to the 
insurance operations of Sir Alfred 
Butt, conservative member of Par- 
liament, and an underwriter for 
Lloyd’s, the great insurance con- 
cern. He said another underwriter, 
one Methieson, told Sir Alfred in a 
telephone conversation that it 
might be difficult to get a rate of 
15 guineas a 100 against the risk 
of an increase in the income tax. 


Then, the Attorney-General contin- 
ued, Sir Alfred authorized Mathie- 
son to accept a 10-guinea rate. (A 
guinea is about $5.) 

The first busir Sir Donald 
added, was transacted April 15 for 
Alfred Bates, whom he described

as an old friend of both Colonial 
Secretary J. H. Thomas and his 
son, L. M. Thomas. The younger 
Thomas is a member of a firm of 
stockbrokers with which several 
transactions were made. Three 
transactions were placed on the in- 
structions of L. M. Thomas, the 
Attorney-General said. 

The Thomases and Bates have 
stated, Sir Donald asserted, that no 
reference to the budget was made 
when they met during Easter week. 
No disclosure of any kind was 
made by the Colonial Secretary, he 
added. 

Bates’ transactions totaled about 
£11,500 ($57,500), Sir Donald said. 
Bates, it developed, had been un- 
easy about his guilt-edged invest- 
ments and wanted insurance 
against a tax increase. L. M. 
Thomas advised against the trans- 
actions, but on instructions placed 
the insurance, Sir Donald testified. 

Young Thomas testified he nev- 
er had “the slightest information” 
from his father concerning possible 
budget changes. He said he had no 
recollection of discussing the bud- 

get with his father at’any time.

Practice of paying officials by fees instead of salaries is outdated, but persists in most 
states and presents many abuses; method adds greatly to cost of government, 
survey shows, puts premium on inefficiency and often makes mockery of justice; 
greatest evil lies in viewing these large sums as private income of office-holders. 


HE Southern people have no right to crit 

icise the ruffianly bashi-bazouks of Nazi 
dom or the Black Shirt plug-uglies of Italy 
so long as they themselves countenance the 
mob violence which is now breaking out 
every few days in the South, with fatal re 
sults to members of the Negro race. 

Three Negroes have been lynched within 4 
space of less than a week, and we may b¢ 
sure that in none of the cases will any ef 
fective action be taken to punish the mob 
sters who murdered them. We may 4) 
ticipate the usual futile and flabby gesture 
on the part of local authorities to the effect 
that the victims came to their deaths “at 
the hands of persons unknown,” and that 
will be the end of it. 

For our part, we are so outraged that wé 
shall shed no tears if the Wagner-Costigan 
anti-lynching bill is passed by Congress. 1t 
seems obvious that state and loca] author 
ties are not going to take effective action to 
punish the savages who indulge in thes¢ 
periodic orgies. Hence the only thing left 
is to try something else. 

We are not convinced that the Wagner 
Costigan bill will improve the situation, if it 
is passed. It provides for trial in the Fed- 
eral courts of persons suspected of lynchings, 
where the state courts fail to act. There is 
considerable doubt as to whether juries i” 
Federal courts will be much more effectivé 
in meting out punishment than those in 
state courts, although they are apt to be 
drawn from a vicinage other than that !0 
which the lynching took place, and they 4180 
are usually selected with greater care that 
the state juries. 

Some leading lawyers think the bil! is um 
constitutional. But, granting the serious 
shortcomings of the measure, we are in 4 
mood to try almost anything. Many South 
erners have become so accustomed to rea 
ing that a lynching has taken place in Geom 
gia or Mississippi or Florida that they aP 
parently do not realize that the country 
which we live is the only so-called civilized 
country in the world where such things occur. 


WE LOVE A PARADE. 
Memorial Plaza, conceived as a fine place for 
parades, has been coming up to expectations. 
Within six days lately, it was the gathering place 
and final destination of two most dissimilar pro- 
cessions—the left-wing political elements in united 
front for May day, singing the “Internationale” and 
carrying the red flag, and 293 children under the 
age of 3, in gay costumes, for a Shrine jubilee 
demonstration. Soon the blue and khaki uniforms 
of Memorial day probably will dot the plaza. And 
who can forget the brilliant all-day spectacle of 
the American Legion parade last September or the 
protracted marching of the 1933 NRA turnout? 
The plaza is ideal for parades. Jt has wide streets, 
depth of setting, attractive background of the pub- 
lic buildings of the civic center, space for crowds, 
vantage points for reviewing stands, breezes for 
banners. Processions there do not tie up business 
of more workaday downtown thoroughfares. Let us 
have more parades. Occasionally big ones, when 
there is good reason; make them really impressive. 
Often little ones, if for no other excuse than that 
we St. Louisans love a parade. Parading is a good 
way to express our zeals, our desires, our joys and 
even our sorrows. Just as St. Louis is a better 
place for the community forum afforded at Munici- 
pal Auditorium, so is it better for the marching 
center at Memorial Plaza.

LTHOUGH it is generally agreed that 
A the fee system as a method of paying 

public officials should have been rele- 
gated to limbo along with the stagecoach, 
some county or local officers in most of the 
states are still paid wholly or partly on the 
basis of the fees they collect. 

In three states (Alabama, Florida and 
New Hampshire), all local officers are paid 
by fees. In only about a dozen states, most 
of them in the West (Arizona, Delaware, 
Idaho, Indiana, New Mexico, North Dakota, 
Oregon, Utah, Washington, Montana and 
Nevada), are practically all public officials 
paid by salary. 

Officers paid wholly or partly by fees in 
New York State include Assessors, Tax Col- 
lectors, Constables, Coroners, County Clerks, 
County Treasurers, poundmasters, school 
directors, school district collectors, Sheriffs, 
clerks of Surrogate’s-courts, town and coun- 
ty supervisors, town clerks and town super- 
intendents of highways. 

The New York State Commission for the 
Revision of Tax Laws, in its report to the 
Legislature in 1935, pointed out that there 
were “many ridiculous features” in laws re- 
lating to the payment of fees in that State. 
“The statute which provides that a super- 
visor in ‘towns of the second class receive 
as a fee 1 per cent of the money he spends 
is hardly conducive to economical adminis- 
tration of the public business.” On perma- 
nent improvements, town supervisors get 2 
per cent, since they collect 1 per cent when 
the money is spent and 1 per cent when 
the bonds are retired.

The Rev. Dr. David M. Skilling 
resigned yesterday as pastor of Web- 
ster Groves Presbyterian Church, 
& post he has held for nearly 35 


years. His previous resignation, 
tendered in March, 1935, on the 
same grounds—that a younger man 
was needed to carry on the pastoral 
duties at the church—was rejected 
by unanimous vote of the congrega- 
tion. He is 67 years old. 

In reinstituting his request to re- 
tire, Dr. Skilling suggested that his 
resignation should become effective 
upon the selection of his successor. 
At a recent session of the church 
board at which he announced his 
intentions, it was proposed that in 
the event his resignation was ac- 
cepted by the congregation at a 
meeting May 24, he will be asked to 
continue in the less arduous posi- 
tion of pastor emeritus. 

“Today I come to you again in 
all sincerity and ask you to accept 
my resignation as your pastor,” Dr. 
Skilling said at the conclusion of 
yesterday’s service. “I ask you to 
join with mie in asking the Presby- 
tery of St. Louis to dissolve the pas- 
toral relation, to take effect when 
my successor shall be installed. 

“My ministry in this church has 
covered a period of 34% years. 
While I am in good health and feel 
that I shall be able to render ser- 
vice for our Master for some time 
to come, I know I must be relieved 
of the heavy burdens I am now 
carrying in this pastorate. It is my 
desire there shall be no break in 
the continuity of the work and 
there should be no unnecessary de- 
lay in obtaining my successor. 

“Our church is well organized, 
strong and harmonious; subscrip- 
tions for current expenses and 
benevolences this year have _in- 
creased; the present membership 
is the largest in its history. I only 
feel, after gill these years of service,

70 GUGGENHEIM FUND 


Capital of Foundation for Fel- 
lowships Is Increased to 
$6,000,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, May 11.—Announce- 
ment of a gift of securities valued 
at $1,000,000 by former United States 
Senator and Mrs. Simon Guggen- 
heim to the Guggenheim Memorial 
Foundation was made yesterday. 
With this third donation by Senator 
and Mrs. Guggenheim the capital 
fund of the Foundation, all given by 
them, now stands at more than $6,- 
The Foundation is a memorial to 
a son of the founders, John Simon 
Guggenheim, who died April 26, 
1922. All the Foundation’s income 
is devoted to providing opportu- 
nities for men and women of high 


ability to further their work, and 
the assistance is available, within 
the limits of the Foundation’s in- 
come, to scholars working in any 
field of knowledge and to artists 
working in any branch of the arts. 
Fellowships Awarded. 

In its first 11 years the Founda- 
tion has made 688 fellowship grants, 
carrying appropriations of more 
than $1,400,000. Of these 688 grants, 
48 were made to citizens of Argen- 
tina, Chile, Cuba, Mexico and to 
Puerto Ricans, on the Latin-Amer- 
ican fellowship program of _ the 
Foundation. The remaining 640 
grants include 115 renewals of fel- 
lowships and were made to 525 per- 
sons. 

“Since 1925, the Foundation has 
been informed of 2683 books and 
articles published by the fellows 
on the subjects of their studies. 
Musical works written by fellows 
have received 709 performances in 
this country and abroad. One fel- 
low, since his return from his Fel- 
lowship, has received the Nobel 
prize in physics, one the Langmuir 
prize in chemistry, and five have 
received Pulitzer prizes. 

Sixty-eight women have received 
fellowships, + 

Of the fellows appointed from 
the United States, the youngest was 
22 years old, the oldest 65. The 
average age was 34.9 years. Two 
hundred and thirteen fellows were 
born in rural areas, that is, on 
farms or in villages of less than 
5000 population, and 215 were born 
in centers of more than 5000 popula- 
tion. 

Four hundred twenty-eight Fel- 
lows out of a total of 525 were 
native-born citizens of the United 
States and five were born abroad 
of American parents. The other 92 
Fellows came to the United States 
as immigrants.

NEW APPEALS COURT RULING 
FRAZIER-LEMKE ACT IS INVALID 


States Circuit Court of Appeals, in 
a decision filed here today, declared 
unconstitutional the Frazier Lemke 
farm mortgage moriatorium act as 
amended in 1935. 

Judges A. K. Gardner of Huron, 
S. D., A. B. Van Valkenburgh and 
Charles B. Faris of St. Louis filed 
the decision in an action brought 
by the United States National Bank 
of Omaha, Neb. 

The original law suit from which 
the appeal was taken concerned 
foreclosure of a mortgage on a 160- 
acre farm near Omaha owned by 
William Pamp. 

The Court held that the amended 
act, with its provision for a three- 
year stay in foreclosure proceed- 
ings, violated the fifth amendment 
to the Constitution because it takes 
from an appellant without compen- 
sation valuable rights in mortgaged 
property and gives them to the ap- 
pellee. 

U. S. District Judge John Paul, 
Harrisonburg, Va., Nov. 10, 1935, 
held the amended act unconstitu- 
tional, following a like ruling of a 
Federal District Court at Peoria, 
Tll., in the preceding October. 

The same ruling was given in the 
U. 8S. Seventh Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at Chicago, Nov. 16, last, and 
by U. S. District Judge A. Lee Wy- 
man at Sioux Fall, S. D., last Nov. 
30. 
At Louisville, Jan.. 10, Federal 
District Judge Elwood Hamilton 
upheld the act, as did Federal 
Judge Robert R. Nevin at Cincin- 
nati on Jan. 22.

They Expect te Discover Last Re 
maining Continent Never 
Seen by Man. 

By the Associated Press. 

PROVIDENCE, R. IL, May 11.— 
Harold L June, formerly of Bristol, 
chief pilot on two Byrd Antarctic 
expeditions, and Lincoln Elisworth, 
Arctic explorer, are planning «a4 
joint expedition to the South Pole 
to discover what is thought to be 
the last remaining continent in the 
world, 600,000 square miles never 
seen by man. 

Announcement o fthe new expe 
dition, which may not leave for two 
or three years, or until new ice ex- 
ploration equipment is perfected, 
was made by June at a banquet 
of the British Veterans’ Association 
of Rhode Island, Saturday. 

“A new tractor will be designed,” 
June said, “to carry two airplanes 
so that we may push forward across 
the ice as far as possible and then 
take to the air.

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OPEN VERDICT ON WOMAN 
SHOT TO DEATH IN PARK 


A Coroner’s open verdict was re- 
turned today at an inquest in the 
death of Miss Rilma White, 18-year- 
old music student, who was found 
shot through the heart in Clayton 
Park, on Bonhomme avenue, Clay- 
ton, Saturday morning. 

Cornor L. B. Tiernon, of St. 
Louis County, previously stated he 
was convinced the student killed 
herself with a revolver, found be- 
side the body, but the jury held 
there was insufficient evidence for 
a definite verdict.

C. C. Child Jr., 7626 Carrswold 
drive, Clayton, at whose home 
Miss White lived while studying 
music at a Clayton piano studio, 
said the revolver found beside the 
girl’s body had belonged to him 
many years and that he kept the 
weapon in a dresser drawer. 

Miss White was the daughter of 
Hugh K. White, of Tulia, Tex. The 
body was shipped to Tulia for 
burial. 


THREE ALLEGED BANK ROBBERS 
LOSE MOTION FOR ACQUITTAL 


Defense Opens in Case of Men Ac- 
cused of Looting St. Charles 
(fil.) Depository of $15,000 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 11. — The defense 
of three men accused of the $15,000 
robbery of the St. Charles National 


Bank on Jan. 31 was opened today 
following the refusal of United 
States*District Judge Philip L. Sul- 
livan to direct an acquittal. 

The three are Frederick T. Han- 
sen, a locksmith, Phillip Dimenza 
and Sam Bongiorno. Of five others 
indicted, three were granted sever- 
ances, one pleaded guilty and one 
is a fugitive. 

Hansen, called by the prosecution 
the leader of the robbery gang, took 
the stand in his own behalf and 
charged that the holdup had been 
planned by John Edward Gordon, a 
St. Charles special night policeman, 
and Percy Rehm, 8t. Charles flor- 
ist. The two, also indicted, testified 
for the State. 

Hansen testified that he had 
known Gordon many years and in 
July; 1935, he said, Gordon told him 
he was not “getting along” so well 
because of his meager pay as a 
special policeman and was working 
on a scheme with Rehm to hold up 
the bank and catch the robbers, in 
order to obtain a reward and pro- 
motion to the regular police force. 

Hansen said he had been asked 
by Gordon in November, 1935, to 
make two duplicate keps for the 
bank, giving him a bank key. 


DUCHESS OF KENT BECOMES 
SALESGIRL FOR CHARITY SALE 


Former Greek Princess Has Some 
Difficulty Handling English 
Money at London Exhibition.

LONDON, May 11.—Women mem- 
bers of Britain’s royal family often 


make appearances as amateur 
saleswomen at charity functions, 
but it was a new experience for 
the Duchess of Kent (Princess Ma- 
rina) when she undertook the role 
for the first time at an exhibition 
of embroidery at Admiralty House.

Letter to Chicago Convention Says 
It Exists to Serve People 
Who Created It, 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May  11.—President 
Roosevelt likened the American 
Red Cross to the Federal Govern- 
ment in a letter read today at the 
organization’s national convention. 


“Perhaps one reason for the sup- 
port} the respect, yes, even the love, 
which our Red Cross inspires in 
all of us, is that it is so typically 
democratic,” the President said. 
“Like the Government itself, you 
maintain national headquarters in 
Washington. Like the Government, 
your organization is composed of 
the rank and file of the people in 
every county or every state and 
territory in the Union. And, like 
the Government, you exist only to 
serve to the best of your ability 
the people who created you.” 

The President is also president 
of the Red Cross. 

Rear Admiral Cary T. Grayson, 
chairman of the Red Cross, said 
the organization’s greatest problem 
this spring was the floods and tor- 
nadoes, He summarized the loss of 
those disasters as affecting 20 
states, damaging the property of 
649,000 persons, including 4500 
homes destroyed or seriously dam- 
aged by tornadoes. More than 500 
deaths resulted and more than 
9000 persons were injured, he said, 
and floods sent 140,000 families 
from their homes.

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WHEAT DGWN ON 
GRUP ESTIMATE 
AND WEATHER 


By the Associated Press. 


CHICAGO, May 11.—Unofficial surveys 
indicating 132,865,000 bushels probable 
yield for Kansas this season ied to late 
setbacks of more than a cent in wheat 
prices today. 

There were also reports that additional 
wheat is to be shipped to Chicago from 
Kansas City, about 700,000 bushels. Im- 
proved weather conditions for wheat were 
reported aS prevailing in Western Europe 
and in Australia. 

Wheat closed nervous at the same as 
Saturday's finish to 1% cents lower, May 
93% @%, July 85% @%. Com % @%c 
down, May 62% @%. Oats unchanged to 
%4c off, and provisions unchanged to a de- 
cline of 22 cents. 

Lower prices on wheat formed the rule 
much of the time early today, despite a 
brief transient bulge in the May delivery. 

About the only bullish development was 
disclosed that Saturday’s export business 
in Canadian wheat totaled 2,000,000 bush- 
els, an amount considerably larger than 
was estimated previously. 

On the other hand, forecasts pointed to 
showers tomorrow in Kansas and Nebras- 
ka, as well as to favorable temperatures 
‘or wheat growth. Meanwhile, the trade 
was waiting with interest the Government's 
May official estimate today of 1936 domes- 
tic winter wheat production. 

Some traders were looking for the fina! 
winter wheat harvest to be 500,000,000 
bushels or more, on the basis of seasona- 
ble conditions hereafter. Other guesses 
current, however, were that the estimate 
would show a moderate reduction from the 
Governments April forecast of 493,000,000 
bushels. 

The official estimate of 1936 total do- 
meéstic winter wheat yield, issued after close, 
showed almost 30,000,000 bushels smaller 
compared with a month ago. It was a 
surprise to trade. Heavier abandonment of 
acreage in Government report than in pri- 
vate estimates was cited as a factor, the 
3 points 


Government figure being about 
above private calculations. 

Relative firmness of May wheat in Chi- 
cago was attributed to so-called ‘‘spread’’ 
dealings that consisted of purchases of 
May against equal simultaneous sales of 
July and September. 

Corn, oats and rye ruled easy, 
thizing with wheat. 

In the absence of any aggressive sell- 
ing, provisions held about steady, notwith- 
standing downturns of hog values. 

Around 11:15 a. m., wheat was 1 cent 
lower to % cent higher compared with 
Saturday’s finish, May 94c,,July 86c, and 
corn was ly @ %c down, May 62%5%c. 

Wheat futures purchases Saturday to- 
taled 17,604,000 bushels, corn 1,390,000 
bushels.

NEW VAULT FOR U. 5. 
GOLD NEARLY READY 


40 Armored Trains to Take 
$6,000,000,000 in Bullion 
to Fert Knox, Ky. 


By the Associated Press. 

FORT KNOX, Ky., May i11.— 
Secretly built to defy every known 
power of man or nature, the vault 
where the Government will store 
under the earth six billion dollars 
in gold—more than half the na- 
tion’s treasure—was nearly com- 
plete today. 


the building stands against the hills 
which rim this military reservation, 
where cavalry and artillery will 
guard it. 

Hundreds of workmen manned 
concrete mixers, a derrick and steel 
workers’ tools on the mass _ that 
showed. The upper works form a 
square building, about 100 feet on 
a side, surrounded by a balcony. 
At each corner was an eight-foot 
area heavily reinforced, giving the 
appearance of the defenses of a 
medieval fortress. 

No Windows in Inner Building. 

The surface building faces east. 
On that side the 10-foot high mar- 
ble door frame, with the legend 
“United States Depository,” is al- 
ready in place. Inside the square 
outer building is another square 
structure, its walls unbroken by 
door or window. This inner square 
rises into the second story of the 
surface building, which sits back 
some 25 feet from the first story. 
The subterranean or business part 
of the vault apparently is far larger 
than what can be seen. Half sur- 
rounding the building is a mass of 
red Kentucky dirt, result of the 
cavation. This dirt pile is about 
20 feet high, a city block long and 
a third of a block wide. 

It appears likely that the Treas- 
ury will have an arrangement to 
flood the vault in time of danger, 
similar to that employed by the 
Bank of France to safeguard its 
hoard. Two ditches 20 feet deep 
with yard-thick pipe in the bottom 
lead to the vault. These apparently 
could carry water for such a flood- 
ing. 

Location of French Vault Secret. 

The French, however, have kept 
the exact location of their vault a 
state secret, but the American vault 
rears up its white walls on the edge 
of Fort Knox for all the world to 
see where the gold is hidden. The 
fast combat cars of the First Cav-

The State Highway Commission 
has orered $34,000 of PWA money 
allotted to paving 1.2 miles of road 
that runs to the vault from the 
main highway. 

The six billion dollars in gold will 
come here in about two months 
from depositories in New York and 
Philadelphia. Already the postof- 
fice is working to safeguard the 
shipment. It will be the greatest in 
American history. 

Forty or 50 special armored 
trains will transport the gold to 
Kentucky. Their departures wil be 
kept secret. Before they start every 
yard of track on the way will be 
inspected. Dangerous points will be 
patrolled by _ soldiers. Regular 
trains will be sidetracked so the 
gold trains will not be delayed. 

The tentative plan is for each 
train to have five cars. Each car 
will carry about 1000 bars of gold, 
$28,000,000 worth.

TALKS OF 


HEALTH

NE of the important signs of 

the times is the amount of 

space which the newspapers 
give to announcements of new dis- 
coveries in medicine. Whenever 4 
scientific meeting 
convenes, as is 
happening this 
week with the 
American Med- 
jeal Association, 
the newspapers 
all over the coun- 
try are filled 
with accounts of 
new cures and 
new ideas about 
cause and pre- 
vention of differ- 
ent diseases. 

It is inevitable 
that this should 
be so. The pub- 
lic is distinctly 
{nterested in medical and scientific 
“headlines.” So when the program 
of a meeting is published, the alert 
newspaper reporter seeks out the 
scientist who is reporting, and if 
he thinks the subject interesting, 
publishes a resume of his findings 
and his opinions. 

As an illustration of how much 
times have changed, we may com- 
pare the enormous amount of pub- 
licity which was lately accorded to 
the announcement by Dr. Hart- 
mann, of New York, that it was 
possible to kill the pain in a tooth 
by local application before drilling 
was instituted, and the original an- 
nouncement of surgical anesthesia 
itself. My friend, Dr. Howard W. 
Haggard, tells me that we may 
search through the newspapers of 
the year 1846 without finding more 
than one or two obscure accounts 
of the momentous event at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, 
when ether was first administered 
- for surgical purposes. These few 
announcements were in the form 
of advertisements to catch the 
public's eye. 


Warning Necessary 


Now with our present system of 
publicity for these things, a word 
of warning is necessary. The medi- 
cal men understand it, but the pub- 
lic, generally, think that if an an- 
nouncement is made about some 
such thing as neuralgia, or angna 
pectoris, or infantile paralysis, at 
a medical meeting, it must be fi- 
nal. They want to get hold of the 
treatment at once, if they are in- 
terested, and they blame their own 
practitioner if he is not able to 
supply it, or if he is unwilling to 
supply it. 

The public should remember that 
most of these announcements are 
purely suggestive and experimental, 
and so stated honestly by the au- 
thor of the paper. It may take 
some time to find out whether 
they actually work or not. In fact, 
it may take some time and some 
experimentation to determine 
whether they are even safe or not. 
I know a woman who was a little 
girl in 1897, who fell into the 
hands of an enterprising dentist 
who decided to use the brand new 
wonder of the X-ray to get an 
X-ray picture of all her teeth. Be- 
ing inexperienced, since the X-ray 
was only two years old, he had to 
make two or three exposures in or- 
der to. get a satisfactory picture, 
and the consequence is that the 
skin of her face has never recov- 
ered its proper texture. 


You may hear some announce- 
ments of treatment for cancer. Re- 
member that the mortality from 
cakcer could be cut in half if ev- 
eryone would consult his physician 
about some eruption of the skin or 
a lump in the breast, and be brave 
enough to use immediately the 
four methods which we now know 
to be effective: surgery, X-ray, ra- 
dium and diathermy, properly se- 
lected for different locations and 
severities of the disease. 

With new treatments it is a good 
idea to let the volunteer guinea pig, 
or the other fellow, be the goat for 
a year or two and see how they 
work out.

“Put quite simply, I discovered 
that I was not to be concerned with 
what life brought to me, whether 
good or bad or mixed, but only with 
what use I made of its gifts, of 
whatever kind or sort. 

“Tt so happens that I have never 
known success and its thrills. I 
have not had the things my heart 
desired, or done the things I want- 
ed to do. Nor can I see, looking 
back down the years, where I could 
have done differently, without mak- 
ing others suffer. 

“It has taken years of bitter 
struggle, and I know there. are 
more years ahead, but I have found 
great peace of mind in the fact 
that happiness lies in making the 
most of life as you know it. 
“Nothing is more tragic than to 
lose courage. Sometimes I feel the 
command which Eugene Sue made 
the motto of his Wandering Jew-—- 
‘Go on, Go on,’ for I know there is 
nothing left if we stop. 

“My reason for sending you this 
page out of my life is that I have 
paid a dear price for the comfort 
it has brought, and if it helps any- 
one else to live more bravely, I 
shall be happy.”
